U. S. B-icame 'Strike Breaker' 
When Walkout Meant Tragedy 
"If the government is going to 
step in 
as 
a 
strike-breaking 
agency," says the president of the 
Switchmen's Union of North Amer- 
ica, "it's 
about time that 
the 


American people start thinking of 
what they are going to do for the 
American working man deprived 
lpi his bargaining weapon." 


That is an imposing generality, 
but it doesn't square with reality. 
And it doesn't justify a railroad 
strike, as it apparently was meant 
to. 
v From the practical 
viewpoint, 
there is no such composite crea- 
ture 'as 
"the American working 
man," any more than there is a 
similar one called "the American 
employer." Even in the restricted 
sense of the working man as a 
union member, the generality does 
Wnot apply. 


, Union members have varying re- 
sponsibilities, just as they have 
(-•varying jobs and wages. 


It may not injure the public for 
the workers in a pottery factory 
or even an automobile factory to 
go on strike and stay out until 
they get what they want. It docs 
in industrywide bargaining, 
shut 


down all-the coal mines or all the 
steel mills or all the railroads to 
entorce their demands. 


In the case of 
the 
railroads, 


f,he government has entered 
the 


•picture as what the switchmen's 
president chooses to call "a strike- 
breaking agency." It did so be- 
cause, as President Truman rightly 
said, "a strike on our railroads 
would be a nationwide 
tragedy, 
with worldwide repercussions," and 
because, as Justice Goldsborough 
said, such a strike would cause 
the country "to suffer irreparable 
injury for which it has no adequate 
remedy at law." 


It should be pointed out that the 


owners of these basic industries 
.^Ind activities have the same res- 
ponsibilities-as their organized em- 
ployes. They have no right, by in- 
dustrywide agreement, 
to shut 


down all the railroads or steel 
mills or coal mines. 


We arc sure that the threat of a 
railroad strike started the Amer- 
ican people 
thinking, 
but 
not 
about what they were going to do 
for the American working man de- 
prived of his bargaining weapon. 
We imagine that many of them 


_ vvere thinking how dangerous that 
|<*veapon would be if it could nov 
i T>e silenced, in a crisis, by the gov- 


ernment's "strike-breaking" power. 


Even 
the 
"American 
working 


man" must have considered what 
a strike could mean—paralysis of 
the nation's commerce, tens 
of 


millions unemployed, severe dam- 
age to our foreign policy, shortages, 
sky-rocketing prices and, if the 
strike lasted long enough, actual 
hardship and danger to health. 


It may be theoretically 
wrong 


to limit the use of the "bargaining 
fcveapon" and 4o force the g9vern- 
Tnent into the artificial process of 
seizure. But the realities are still 
there to be faced. 


If present ways of preventing par- 
alyzing strikes are bad, then good 
ways must be found. 
We don't 


know what they will be— a ban on 
industrywide 
bargain 
(which 


wouldn't halt 
a railroad tie-up), 
compulsory arbitration with settle- 
ments enforceable by law, or 
sbmething not yet proposed. 


There will be objections to any 
uch solution. But so long as the 
("workers in our basic industries are 


Willing.to gamble with the nation's 
health and welfare to get 
what 


they want, something must be done. 


We hope that a cure can be found 
'that is bland and effective. But 
if it turns out to be bitter, labor 
will have to realize that the pre- 
scription is the result of some 
unions' self-indulgence.

The department said Stachel is a 


member of the Communist Party's 
National Committee, and 
of

» <~ommunist national board as well 
BWIS the party's education director. 
• At one time he was on the editorial 
board of the Daily Worker. 


Stachel is a native of Austria- 
Hungary, is 49 years old and first 
entered the United States in 1911, 
the department said. He is married 
and has one child. 


The warrant against him says 


he last entered the United States at 
an unknown port ir> November, 
1931, 
when he came in without the 
required immigration visa. 


The department's announcement 
aid the arrest was "in line with 
^Attorney General Tom C. Clark's 
policy 
to r e m o v e subversive 


agents from the United States.""

Government 
Spending Short 
of Budget 


Washington, June 1 —(.&)—- Gov- 
ernment spending is falling short 
of White House estimates for the 
fiscal year now drawing to a close. 
Fiscal experts said privately to- 
day that treasury outlays will run 
between $300,000,000 and $400,000,- 
000 below President Truman's Jan 
uary forecast of $37,728,00,000. 


The chief reason, they said, is 


that actual spending for foreign 
aid 
has failed 
to hit expected 


levels partly because the European 
Recovery program got into opera- 
tion behind schedule. 


With only one month to go ERP 
expenditures so far total 
under 


$500,000—or less than one-tenth of 
one 
per cent 
of the 
$:iOO,QOO,COO 


budget allowance for the year end- 
ing June 30. 


Under-spending on the scale now 


forecast assures an historic sur- 
plus of at least $7,200,000,000. 
There even is a fair chance for 


a $7,500,000000 surplus —Mr. Tru- 
man's January figure—despite the 
new tax cut which had been cal- 
culated officialy lo trim the excess 
cash to $6,900,000,000. 


Some government analysts 
be- 
lieve revenue will run $200 000,000 
to $400,000,000 above the $44,610,- 
000,000 figure which has stood as 
the official estimate since the tax 
cut knocked 
$600,000,000 off 
the 
higher January forecast. 


Officially, however, the treasury 


is standing pat on the $44,610,000,- 
000 revenue guess. 


One thing that could take a big 


bite out of the June 30 surplus is 
a .Republican proposal in Congress 
to shift $3000,000,000 of this year's 
left-over cash to next year's books. 


The purpose of the proposed shift 


—strictly a matter of rearranging 
bookkeeping entries—would be to 
bolster next year's weaker budget 
prospects. Mr. Truman in January 
put the probable June 30,1940 sur- 
plus at only $4,800,000,000. Since 
then there have been predictions 
that the tax cut bill might lead to 
a deficit on that date. 


The under-spending on 
foreign 
aid this year goes beyond the lag 
in European recovery outlays 


The Greek-Turkish aid program 
is another which won't use up its- 
current year budget allowance of 
$275000.000. This appears likely to 
fall $100,000,000 short of estimates, 
largely because this program, too 
was slow in getting started.

He took the same position' as the 
10 Hollywood figures who were in- 
dicted for contempt for refusing to 
answer the same query from the 
House Unamerican Activities Com- 
mittee.

Sen. Homer Ferguson, R., Mich., 


who asked Robeson the $64 ques- 
tion, said the lack of a quorum 
raised a "legal problem" about cit- 
ing him for contempt. Ferguson, 
a former judge, said the courts 
never have settled clearly whether 
contempt can be committed under 
such circumstances. 


Chairman Alexander Wiley, R., 
Wis.. indicated lie will call a meet- 
ing of the full committee later this 
week to decide whether 
Robeson 


should be cited. He said he wasn't 
interested whether Robeson was a 
Communist but wants to "preserve 
the dignity of the committee." 


Ferguson said there was a "pos 
sibihty" that Robeson, who

yesterday, 
might be called back to be asked 
the question again.

lations Board.

bargain 
in good faith witn each 
other's 


chosen represcnattives. Lewis has 
refused to bargain with the South- 
ern group on tne ground it did not 
take part 
in 
previous 
contract 


talks, and national negotiations for 
a new soft coal contract have col- 
lapsed as -a result. 


The union, in moving to dismiss 


the suit, filed a long aliidavit from 
Lewis himself attacking the South- 
ern group and explaining why he 
won't deal with 'it.

Portland's downtown 
area, including the Union station 
was under water today after 
the 


Willamette river topped

wail. The station is Portland's only 
railroad depot, and trains were un- 
able to use it. 


In north Portland, where 
more 
than 18,000 persons were left home- 
less in Sunday's Vanport disaster, 
the flooded area was tripled by the 
bursting of two more dikes. On top 
of these two d;kes were the ap- 
prpaclres to the Pacific highway 
principal north-south route. 


The breaking of these dikes left 


three square miles under 
water, 
with houses from Vanport pouring 
through both gaps. Some of them 
turned end-over-end, and all hope 
of salvaging these was lost. 


No bodies have 'been recovered 
from Vanport. Some bodies might 
be swept so far they never would 
be found. 


Army engineers are investigat- 


ing the "blow out" of the railroad 
embankment which resulted in the 
Vanport disaster. The rail fill was 
constructed 40 years ago. Com- 
menting on the fate of what once 
was Oregon's second largest city, 
the Portland Housing Authority an- 
nounced the agency "feels terribly, 
terribly bad that 
lives 
possibly 


were lost, but all you can do is 
depend on the advice of competent 
engineers." 


Survivors are scattered in thou- 


sands- of, homes 
throughout 
the 
city, in schools and churches. Most 
of the .separated families are get- 
ting together. But the Rod Cross 
has not issued an estimate of the 
missing.
